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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This office action is responsive to the Applicant's Appeal Brief received on January 14, 
2011. Before Applicant's amendment, claims 1, 3 & 5-12 were pending. Claims 1, 3 & 5-12 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. Claims 2 & 4 have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect Claims 1, 3 & 5-12 filed on January 14, 2011 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Claim Rejections 

3. See Applicant's Arguments, page 4-7, filed January 14, 2011, with respect to claim 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103, have been fully considered and are persuasive. Claims 1, 3 & 5- 
12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103. In light of the amendments presented, Examiner 
withdraws the 103 rejection for independent claim 1 and dependent claims 3 & 5-12. The 
previous 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 claim rejection is also withdrawn in light of the applicant's response.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 3 & 5-12 are allowed. 

5. The following is Examiners statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 uniquely identify the distinct features of a programmable interface wherein the 
system processor is configured to load the executable code onto the Code Store SRAM and is 
further configured to signal the microcontroller, via the run control register, to begin execution of 
the one or more instructions included in the executable code: 

and wherein the plurality of registers includes (i) a general-purpose microcontroller 
register, (ii) a timer register, (iii) an external input/output (I/O) interface register, (iv) an internal 
I/O register, (v) a shared register, (vi) an interrupt register, and (vii) a first-in, first-out (FIFO) 
register configured to communicate with a direct memory access (DMA) controller . 

The closest prior art made of record with regards to the Examiner's 103 rejections 
includes: Amini et al. (US 5,381,538) in combination with Mills et al. (US 5,696,917) and 
Brown (US 6,029,239) and further in view of Curry et al. (US 6,1 12,275).
